“ No person shall catch, take, kill or 
have in possession or under control, for 
any purpose whatever, any of tho fish 
hereinafter 
mentioned 
within 
the 
periods herein 
limited, to-wit: 
Any 
variety of trout, except lake trout, be­ 
tween the first day of September and 
the fifteenth day of A pril following; any 
black, gray or Oswego bass between the 
first of March and the twenty-ninth day 
of M ay following: any variety of herring 
between the first day of April and the 
first day of September following; any 
variety of pike, muskalonge, whitefish, 
crappie, perch, sunfish, sturgeon, lake 
trout, catfish, or any other variety of 
fish between tho first day of March and 
the first day of May following: except 
that pickerel, suckers, bullheads, rod- 
horse and carp may be speared and had 
in possession between the 15th day of 
M arch and the first day of May follow­ 
ing. 
“ A ny person who shall violate any of 
the 
provisions of this section shall be 
guilty of misdemeanor, and upon con­ 
viction thereof shall 
be punished by a 
fine of not less than ten fib) dollars nor 
more than fifty (50) dollars, and costs of 
prosecution, or by imprisonment in the 
county jail for not loss than ton (IO) 
days nor more than th irty (.‘50) days for 
each and every fish so caught, taken, 
killed or had in possession or under con 
trol.”*

The Fish Law. 
Several inquiries have been made re­ 
garding what kind of fish may be taken 
between the 1st day of March and the 
29th of May and T he D ispatch publish- 
es the following extract from tho fish | 
and game laws of the state so that all j 
may be posted: 
“No person shall catch, take, kill or 
have in possession or under control, for 
any purpose whatever, any of the fish 
hereinafter 
mentioned 
within the 
periods herein limited, to-wit: Any 
variety of trout, except lake trout, be­ 
tween the first day of September and 
the fifteenth day of April following; any 
black, gray or Oswego bass between the 
first of March and the twenty-ninth day 
of May following: any variety of herring 
between the first day of April and the 
first day of September following: any 
variety of pike, rauskalonge, whiteflsh, 
crappie, perch, suntish, sturgeon, lake 
trout, catfish, or any other variety of 
fish between tho first day of March and 
the first day of May following: oxce pt 
that pickerel, suckers, bullheads, red- 
horse and carp may be speared and had 
in possession between the 15th day of 
March and the first day of May follow­ 
ing. 
“Any person who shall violate any of 
the provisions of this section shall be 
guilty of misdemeanor, and upon con­ 
viction thereof shall be punished by a 
fine of not less than ten (lb) dollars nor 
more than fifty (50) dollars, and costs of 
prosecution, or by imprisonment in the 
county jail for not loss than ten (10) 
days nor more than thirty (.’50) days for 
each and every fish so caught, taken, 
killed or had in possession or under con 
trol.”
